When asked if he intended to rebut 
the 12 affidavits filed by the defense, 
Mr. Jerome said- "Mv opinion that 
Thaw is now crazy and should not be- 
on trial for his life has undergone no 
change since reading these affidavits. 
And I certainly expect a commission 
to settle this point definitely.'' 


Even if Mr. Jerome makes answer 


during the day to the affidavits filed 
by the defense, there will be no fur- 
ther developments until Wednesday 
morning, when court will reconvene. 


The monotony of Thaw's life in the 


Tombs was broken by an unexpected 
visit from his wife. The two were to- 
gether for a half hour, and when Mrs. 
Thaw left she said- "Harry is in e\cel- 
lotit health and is sure that pvcrj- 
thing will come out in his favor." 


Thaw issued 
another statement, 


this time denving a rumor which he 
believes is current, to the effect that 
there is dissension among his counsel 
He also refers to the affidavits filed 
with Justice Fitzgeiald by his attor- 
neys in opposition to the appointment 
of a lunacy commission to examine 
him. 
T. Russell Peabody. who gave 


the matter to the press after he had 
had a conference with other members 
of Thaw's counsel, designated it as 
"the third statement issued by Thaw 
since Aug. 10." It follows: 


"I wish to deny the rumor that 


there is dissension among my counsel.

Those 
rights should be protected by a con- 
stitution, but when a const.tutional 
convention attempts to impose its no- 
tions of taxation upon the present and 
succeeding generations it commits an 
impertinence if not a crime. The Fed- 
eral Constitution protects citizens of 
other states from the unequal taxation 
of their property or business by any 
state; prevents interference with in- 
terstate commerce: prohibits the tax- 
ation by a state of property outside 
the jurisdiction of the state and re- 
strains all states from taxing one per- 
son more than another under like cir- 
cumstances.

greater protection from themselves.

Washington, March 26. — Senor 


Corra, the Nicaraguan minister, re- 
ceived a dispatch from President Ze- 
laya of Nicaragua announcing the cap- 
ture and occupation of Tegucigalpa, 
the capital of Honduras. 


The capture of Tegucigalpa by the 


Nicaraguans, coupled with the recent 
defeat of the forces of Honduras and 
Salvador at Cholnteca and the flight 
of President Bonilla of Honduras, puts 
an end to the latest Central American 
war. It is now probable that Nicara- 
gua will Install another president at 
Tegucipalga In lieu of President Bo- 
nilla and then withdraw her troops to 
her own territory. 


The conflict has been of short dura- 


tion, and judging from the reports 
which have been received here none of 
the various engagements was serious. 
The casualties have been comparative- 
ly light. 400 or 500 in the most impor- 
ant engagement reported, the fight at 
ChoTitfeca. 


Honduras has been helped in this 


war by Salvador, with whom she had 
an offensive and defensive alliance, 
and she has had to contend with a 
rebellious outbieak of her own people. 
This was also the case fn Nicaragua, 
the latent revolutionists in each coun- 
try seemingly taking advantage of the 
difficulties of the government to fur- 
ther their own cauae. 


Bonilla Reorganizes Army. 


Washington, March 26. — President 


Bonilla of Honduras has reorganized 
his army and intends to make a pro- 
longed resistance to the Nicaraguan 
forces.

Washington, March 26. — William 


Ryan, corporal of Company K, Twenty-

The Kane county women have been 


working on this project for over a year, 
but it has only becu within the last 
few weeks that they hit on the novel 
plan of raising the money with which 
to carry out their plans, which are in- 
tended to benefit the whole people. 


The work of preserving landmarks 


and beautifying lands abutting on the 
roadways was commenced in the fall 
of 1903, when they interested the farm- 
ers to the extent of inducing them to 
keep their weeds cut down. Then the 
women engaged a landscape mail and 
drove him over the route, the result of 
which was that he drew up an elabo- 
rate plan calculated to establish and 
maintain one of the most attractive 
driveways in the state. 


After this came the project of rais- 


ing the money. Rich men, automobile 
owners, drivers of blooded stock, were 
appealed to, but subscriptions came 
few and far between. During the most 
of the last summer there was nothing 
done that led the women workers to 
jope for the consummation of the 
project. 


Then one of the Aurora women 


Broached the project. She suggested 
that the fund be started by selling sil- 
ver spoons of a special dcsfgn. 


Then the women workers got their 


leads together Iu. working out a de- 
•ign. At th« start It was determined 
that a leading feature In the design 
should be a good Hkenesa of old Chief 
Shabbona, who thousands ot times had 
passed over the trail BOW marked by 
th* roadway sought to be improved. 
The name of Shabbona is an honored 
one in Illinois. To the white aettler of 


likeness in white metal has been car- 
ried to almost every state in the Un- 
ion, where spoons have been sent by 
remembering friends. 


Inclosed in each box with a spoon is 


a bit of history, which reads: 


"Shabbona, the Indian chief whos« 


picture adorns the bowl of the Fox 
River valley souvenir spoons, was 
probably the most conspicuous Indian 
among the many who made their 
homes in the beautiful Fox River val- 
ley before the advent of the white, 
man. He was born in Canada abou 
1TSO of the Ottawa tribe. He married 
the daughter of a Pottawatoniie chief 
and, according to the custom of the 
Indians to adopt the tribe of the wife 
he became a Pottawatomic. He was 
known as 'the white's man's friend 
and saved many from massacre, par- 
ticularly during the Black Hawk war 
in 1832. He died at Seneca, III., July 
18, 1859, and is buried in Evergreen 
cemetery, Morris, 111., where a mouu- 
mejjt was erected to his memory."

Groenneld, ,lpd.. March 26,—Twsn,ty5 


four persons were injured, some seri- 
ously, and a two-story building Occu- 
pied: by a 5-cent theater with moving 
pictures, was wrecked by an explosion 
of natural gas used to heat the build- 
ing. About 200 persons were in the 
theater at the time, and in tho panic 
that followed men, women and chil- 
dren rushed for the doors, tramping on 
one another. That no one was killed 
outright is considered nothing short 
of a miracle.
